Claims 1-2, 4-6, 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Dubroeucq et al. US 4,357,337. 

See col. 9, example 4, pyridylmethyl indanone, acetic acid, platinum oxide and 
hydrogenation under 1 bar anticipated the instant claims 1, 4-6, 8-10. Col. 13, example 10 
anticipated claim 2. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Dubroeucq et 
al. '337 or Vidyadhar et al. c 765 in view of Iimura US 6,252,081 (cited on 1449). 

Dubroeucq '337 or Vidyadhar disclosed anticipatory process against the claims when Y 
is H. Iimura '081 evidenced that when Y is nonhydrogen, similar reaction will take place. 
Since F is an generally inert substitution, it is expected that the broader scope of the claims when 
Y is F would operate in similar manner as the unsubstituted indanone thus would be prima facie 
obvious over the known process in absence of unexpected results.
